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HOW TO INVESTIGATE SPIRITUALISM; Oli, = ES FOR 
THE SPIRIT CIRCLE. 


Tue Spirit Circle is the nssembling together of a numb.» & persons 
reeking communion with the spirits who have passed from earth to the 
world of soula. The chief advantage of such an assembly ie che mutual 
impartation and reception of the combined magnetisms af the assem- 
blege, whieh form a force stronger than that of an iseiated subject— 
enabling spirits to commune with grenter power ani} teveluping the 
latent gifts of mediumship, 

Tho first conditions to be observed relate to the persons who com- 
pose the circle. These should be, as far as possible, of opposite tem- 
peraments, as positive and negative; of moral characters, pure minds, 
and not marked by repulaive points of either physical or mental condi- 
tien. No person suffering from disease, or of debilitated physique, 
Rhuuld Le present at any circle, unless it is formed expressly for henling 
purposes, I would recommend the number of the circle never to be 
less than three, or more than twelve. The best number is eight. No 
person of a strong positive temperament should be present, as any such 

. magnetic spheres emanating from the circle will overpower that of the 
apirits, who must always be positive to the circle in order to produce 
phenomena. 

Never let the apartment be over-heated, the room should be well 
ventilated. Avoid strong light, which, by producing motion in the 
ntmosphere, disturbs the manifestations, A subdued light is the most 
favourable for spiritual magnetism. 

I recommend the séance to be opened either with prayer or a song 
sung in chorus, after which subdued, harmonising conversation is better 
than wearixoine silence ; but let the conversation be directed towards 
the purpose of the gathering, and never sink into discussion or rise to 
emphasis. Always have a pencil and paper on the table, avoid entering 
or quitting the room, irrelevant conversation, or disturbances within or 
without the circle after the séance has commenced. 

Do net admit unpunctual comers, nor suffer the air of the room to 
be disturbed after the sitting commences, Nothing but necessity, 
indisposition, or impressions, shuuld warrant the disturbance of the 
Bitting, WHICH BSUCULD NEVER excecd two hours, unless an extension of 
time be solicited by the Spirits. 

Let the ecance always extend to one hour, even if no reaulta are 
obtained; it sometiines requires that time for spirits to form their 
battery. Let it be also remembered that circles are experiment d, 
hetice no one should be discouraged if phenomena are not produced ut 
the first few sittings, Stay with the same circle for six sittings ; if nu 
phenomena are then produced you may be sure you are not aasiunilated 
to erch other; in that case, let the members meet with other persons 
until you succeed, 

A well-developed test medium may sit without injury for any per- 
ron, but a cirele sitting for mutual development should never admit 
persons uddicted to bud Labita, strongly positive or dogmutical. A 
candid inquiring « irit is the only proper frame of mind in which to sit 
for phenoinena, the delicate mugnetism of Which is wade or marred as 
much by mental us physical conditions. 

Thupressions are the voices of spirits or the monitions of the apirit 
Within us. aud should always be followed out, vuleos suggestive of 
wroug in act or word, At the opening of the cirele, one or more are 
often impressed to change seata with others. One or more are 
Impressed to withdraw, or a feeling of ropuision makes it painful to 
remain, Let these impressions be faithfully regarded, aid pledge esch 
other ther ne offence shall be tuken Ly followiug impressivus. 

it a strong impression to write, speak, sing, dance, or gesticulate 
Puesess any mind present, follow it out faithfully. It bas u imesaing if 
yon cannot at first realize it. Never feel hurt in your own peram, uur 
7. licule your neighbour fur any failures to express or discover the 
meaning of the spirit impressing you. 

Spirit control is often deficient, and at first imperfect. By often 
yielding to it, your organism becomes more flexible, und the spirit more 
experienced ; and practice in control is necessary fur spirits us woll as 
mortals If dark and evil disposed spirits manifest to yon, nere derive 
them away, but always strive to elevate thew, und treat ther ns von 
would mortals, under similar circumstances. Do vot ulw. ys attribute 
falxchoods to "lying spirite,” or deeriving medians. Many mistnkes 
occur in the communion of which you cunnet always Le aware. 


Unless charged by gpirits to do otherwise do not continue te held 
sittings with the rame parties for more than a twelvemonth, At er 
that time, if not before, fresh elements of magnetis nre e- tial. 
Soe of the original cire should withdraw, und others take their 
placer, 

Never reck the spirit circle in a trivial or deceptive spirit. 
and then only, have you cause to fear it. 

Never permit any one to sit in circles who suffers from it in health 
or iniud, Muynetism in the cwe of such persons is a drug, which 
upertes perniciously, and should be carefully avoided. 


Every seventh peram can be a medium of sume kind, and become 
developed through the judicious operations of the spirit circle. Whoo 
ones mediuns are fully developed, the circle sumetinies becomes 
injurious tu them. When they foe) this to be the case, let none Le 
otended if they withdraw, and only use their gifts iu other tines and 
Ile. 

A‘) persons are subject to spirit influence and guidanee, but only 
oue in reven oan so exteriniize this power as to become what is called a 
medium; wid let it ever be remembered that traues speakers, no less 
than mediums for avy other gift, can never be influenced by spirits far 
Veyoud their own normal cayweity in the MATTER of the intelligence 
rendered, the magnetirein of the spirita being but a quickening lire, 
Which in, irea the ornin, and, like a hot-hous: process on plants, forces 
inte prominenes latent powers of the mind, but erates nothing. Even 
in the vase of merely nutnuntie speakers, writers, mpping, oud other 
torim f test mediumship, the intelligence of the spirit is measurably 
Por the capacity nud jdiosynerasies af tue mediun All spirit 
paver ae ited jrexpression by the ofganism through whieh it wurks, 
and spun ity control, inspire, und influence the human wind, but do 
hub.change or re-create it.— EAI HARDINGE.
